Representatives from four 
area television stations, both 
D allas n ew sp ap ers, m ost 
county newspapers, plus a 
radio station or two con­ 
verged on the courthouse to 
confront the com missioners 
in their court and defy the 
ban on cam eras. 
But when the anticipated 
clash cam e. County Judge 
W. G. Proctor called for 
retreat and the news media 
was left with another non- 
m eeting.on their hands. 
However, there may be 
a n o th e r 
c o n fro n ta tio n 
coming at 9 a.m . Friday 
when com m issioners meet 
for a third tim e to consider 
what to do about cam eras in 
the m eeting room. 
Monday, with some IO to 12 
newsmen and cam eram en 
su rro u n d in g 
the 
c o u rt’s 
m eeting room and recording 
the 
p ro ceed in g s, 
Ju d g e 
Proctor opened the meeting 
with a prayer pleading for 
Divine intervention in the 
m atter. 
But a short time later, he 
ad jo u rn ed 
the 
m eeting, 
claim ing 
there 
were 
too 
m any distractions to conduct 
any business. 
A 
review 
of 
a 
tap e 
recording of the meeting, 
however, indicated that the 
only d iscern ib le n o is e s - 
outside of County Clerk 
Jam es W ebb’s reading of tile 
m inutes-w ere a small child 
fussing an d a telephone 
which rang once. 
While Webb was reading 
the m inutes, though, Proctor 
interrupted Webb by stan­ 
ding up 
and read in g a 
prepared statem ent asking 
for all cam eram en to stop 
taking pictures. 
“ As presiding officer of 
this court. I would clearly 
state that we welcome the 
p re ss 
at 
our 
m eetings. 
H ow ever, 
in 
o rd er 
to 
p ro p erly 
conduct 
the 
co u n ty ’s 
business 
with 
dignity and decorum, we 
cannot allow' disruptive and 
distractive activities to take 
place during our meetings. I 
would therefore ask each of 
you who have cam eras to 
please refrain from taking 
pictures during the meeting,

Ryan Orders Rankle s Salary Paid 


Not only is Jerry Kunkle a 
special investigator for the 
Collin 
County 
S h eriff’s 
Dept., but now he’ll get paid 
for it, thanks to D istrict 
Judge Tom R yan’s granting 
a w rit of m andam us Monday 
morning. 
After a little m ore than an 
hour of testim ony-in which 
two county com missioners 
found it very difficult to 
explain why they had helped 
hold up Kuhkle’s pay-Judge 
R yan o rd ered the com 
missioners court to sign an 
o rd er au th o rizin g County- 
Auditor Bill Eubanks to pay 
Kunkle his monthly salary. 
“I find 
that 
the com ­ 
missioners, through lack of 
action, are attem pting to do 
what the 
law 
says 
they 
cannot do,” 
Judge 
Ryan 
stated in his decision. He 
was referring to an apparent 
attem pt to keep Kunkle from 
being hired. 
Judge Ryan further found 
that Sheriff George Smith 
was within his approved 
budget 
and 
m anpow er 
allotm ent in hiring Kunkle at 
$650 a month, and that the 
co m m issio n ers had even 
approved 
the 
hiring 
of 
Kunkle during an earlier 
meeting. 
The hearing and dispute 
arose when Commissioners 
R aym ond 
Je n k in s 
and 
Bailey Dickerson, along with 
County Judge W G. Proctor, 
refused to sign the court 
order authorizing Kunkle’s 
pay 
as 
a 
sp ecial 
in­ 
vestigator. 
Since Commissioners Carl 
Marion and Odell Rushing 


had already signed the or­ 
der, 
any 
third 
signature 
would have put the order 


into effect.

City of Plano tax assessor- 
eollector, has announced a 
reappraisal of land values in 
the 
P lano 
Independent 
School District. 
As part of a three-year 
cycle of equalization, each 
parcel of land will be in­ 
spected 
to 
note 
any 
peculiarities 
affecting its 
value. The tax departm ent 
will notify land owners as to 
any change of value in their 
property. 
Tax office employes have 
a lre a d y begun th e ir in ­ 
spections and plan to make 
the 
reappraisals effective 
for the 1974 tax roll. 


Land reappraisals will be 
the 1974 branch of a three-art 
program of equalization. In 
the following years, personal 
property and im provem ents 
will be reappraised to any 
change of value in their 
property. 


Tax office employes have 
alre ad y begun th e ir in ­ 
spections and plan to m ake 
the 
reappraisals

for the 1974 tax roU. 


Land reappraisals will be 
the 1974 branch of a three-

Hefton noted th a t this 
procedure seem ed “fairer to 
each 
taxpayer”

th ree re a p p ra is a ls would 
then have been done on each 
parcel one are at a tim e for 
three successive years. 
“ P lano 
is 
in 
a 
geographical location that 
favors 
grow th 
and 
developm ent,” explained the 
tax assessor-collector. “The 
supply of vacant land for 
development is sm aller than 
the dem and, which results in 
a constant increase in the 
price of land. 
“ Other factors also con­ 
tribute 
to 
the 
constantly 
changing valueof property,” 
Hefton continued. “ Inflation, 
zoning, 
deprecitiation, 
in­ 
terest rates, increase in cost 
of building m aterials and 
labor-all these add to the 
changing value.” 
Recognizing the changes 
that the rapid growth of 
Plano brings, the Plano city 
council 
approved 
a 
resolution in July, 1972, to 
in stig a te th e 
th re e -y e a r 
equalization cycle. 
“The object of the tax 
office,” Hefton concluded. 
“ is to m ain tain c u rre n t 
m arket value on an equal 
and uniform basis as nearly 
as can be determ ined.”

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Witch Sues Kansas for Job 


Psychologist Fired by State Reformatory

H U T C H IN S O N ,

(U F I) — Psychologist Bob 
Williams got a lot of ribbing 
from friends when they 
learned he practices wit 
chcraft. Somebody asked 
him 
if 
his 
broom 
was 
overparked. 
But 
the 
joke 
quickly 
soured when Williams was 
fired as chief psychologist at 
the Kansas State Industrial 
Reform atory. 
Now 
he's 
fighting—not w-ith spells or 
sorcery but with a lawyer 
and a pile of legal briefs—to 
get 
back 
his 
job 
and 
reputation. 
Williams, an unassuming 
fellow whose balding pate 
and chubby build conjure no 
images of 
crone dancing 
around a bubbling cauldron, 
has filed appeals against the 
man who fired him, 
the 
newspaper that exposed him 
and with the State Civil 
Service Board, which could 


rehire him. 
••Loss of Credibility’* 
The superintendent of the 
reform atory, Kenneth G. 
Oliver, fired Williams Jan 
18 because of “ a loss of 
credibility with those with 
whom he must work.’’ Oliver 
has been accused in federal 
district court of violating 
William s’ right to practice 
his own kind of religion 
under the first amendment 
Another federal 
district 
court suit at Wichita accuses 
the 
W ichita 
Eagle 
and 
Beacon of breach of con­ 
fidentiality and invasion of 
privacy, 
because 
the 
newspaper published a story 
detailing Williams’ beliefs 
after the reporter allegedly 
promised Williams his name 
would not be used. 
“ I never had any intention 
of attracting personal at­ 
tention 
with 
all 
this. 
Williams 
said 
in 
an 
in­ 


terview. 
But now, mostly because 
of the principles at issue, he 
has vowed to fight and has 
drawn a flurry of attention 
from 
Kansas —more 
ac­ 
customed to dealing with 
fun dam en tai ists 
pr enc hers 
than spell-chanting witches. 
“ I guess the question is 
what is loss of credibility,” 
Williams said ‘‘I can’t see 
there was any difference in 
my 
relationships 
with 
anyone. 
I 
got 
a 
minor 
amount 
of kidding, 
but 
nothing 
that 
seemed 
to 
amount to anything.” 
Shortly after the first 
newspaper story appeared in 
November, the head of the 
state 
penal 
system 
demanded his resignation 
When 
it 
didn't 
come, 
superintendent Oliver sent 
Williams a formal letter of 
termination. 
Williams believes that his 


witchcraft 
practice 
has 
never interfered with his 
work and may actually have 
helped it 
“ The only way that anyone 
basically uses the craft is to 
make 
them selves 
more 
sensitive and aware 
per 
son,” he said 
“ Evil has 
absolutely no role at all.” 
Some Spell Casting 
What 
w itchcraft 
does 
involve - although Williams 
hestiated to discuss secret 
rituals—is daily meditation, 
special festivals at certain 
times in the year and some 
spell-casting. 
“ You would light a small 
candle or burn some incense 
but beyond that there’s 
nothing mysterious about it. 
In private you might do it 
without your clothes on,” he 
said, adding in the same 
breath that any suggestion 
that overt sex is involved “ is 
a libel.” 


Neither the newspaper nor 
superintendent Oliver would 
comment on the suits while 
they are still pending The 
state attorney 
general’s 
office 
is 
defending 
the 
superintendent. 
Williams’ 
attorney said if the suit 
against the Eagle Beacon is 
won it w ill be the first time to 
his 
knowledge 
a 
Kansas 
newspaper has had to pay 
damages for breach of con­ 
fidentiality.

DEAR POLLY — Mrs. T.J. wanted to know how to transfer 
an embroidery design on to black material. I have used a 
white crayon bv solidly covering the lines of the design on 
the back of the pattern and then placing the pattern on the 
material and transferring by going over the pattern lines 
with a pencil. The crayon marks may show but I remove 
them with cleaning or lighter fluid. Test first. 
For removing carbon paper smudges such as she has on 
her white corded coat I have used rubbing alcohol and some­ 
times peroxide will do. Do test on the fabric first. Both have 
been successful for me on knits and woven fabi ics. 
Am . . 
POLI Y ’S NOTE — My referen ces all say to use one part 
of rubbing alcohol to tw o parts w ater for such rem oval but 
do not skip the testing. Alcohol w ill injure s o m e synthetic 
m aterials and fade som e. Also, w hen using Anna s pointei 
for tracing a pattern on black fabric and crayon is not 
easily rem oved from your fabric try w hite chalk w ith as 
sharp a point as possible. 
DEAR POLLY - I am a protessional artist who has 
worked with arts and crafts for years and my personal 
choice of methods for transferring a pattern to dark fabric is 
the following: Lay unwrinkled new waxed paper over the 
design to be traced, trace it and then place this pattern on 
the material to be used with a No. I or soft lead pencil go 
over your design tearing through the waxed paper as you go. 
The black carbon pencil will show up on most black fabrics. 
If you need a sharper view of it as you work let a lamp s h i n e 
directly on the pencil markings to highlight them.

Taxes and the IRS, 
a moral obligation

The respected Judge Leonard Hand has often been quoted 
on the subject of a taxpayer’s obligation, specifically in ref­ 
erence to the federal income tax.

This hardly means, however, that there is not a patriotic 
duty to pay one’s fair share of taxes, or that this duty no 
longer holds when someone else may so arrange his affairs 
that he evades his fair share. 
Yet on the basis of a flood of indignant letters from his con­ 
stituents, Ohio Democratic Rep.
